The demandant may 
have paid money to another for the services of 
the person demanded; but, as he has paid no- 
thing to this reputed slave the slave has contract 
ed no debt in consequence, of this purchase.— 
He was no party [o the sale, and has conse- 
quently entered into no obligation to render ser- 
vice tothe purchaser. If this slave has been 
sold by a person possessing no right of property 
in him, the purchaser acquires no such right by 
his purchase ; and his remedy of the purchaser 
for money paid without an equivalent, is against 
the seller, who was a party to the transaction,
